said container further containinig or comprising labeling; and 
said labeling directing the use of said package in the treatment of said 
tumor-bearing patient and further directing the use of said package in conjunction with 
the concomitant administration of one or more dosages of a prolactin enhancer. 
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56. (New) The package of claim 55 wherein said photosensitizer is 
selected from the group consisting of porphyrin dyes, phthalocyanine dyes, cyanine 
dyes, benzophenoxazine analogs, and pharmaceutically acceptable salts thereof. 

57. (New) A therapeutic packagelfor dispensing to, or for the use in 
dispensing to, a patient bearing one or more solid tumors comprising: 

one or more unit dosages of a pfolactin enhancer and a finished 
pharmaceutical container therefor; 

said container containing said unit doke or doses; 

said container further containing or comprising labeling; and 

said labeling directing the use of said peckage in the treatment of said 
tumor-bearing patient and further directing the use of shid package in conjunction with 
the concomitant administration of one or more dosages of a photosensitizer. 
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
